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Better Lubricants Needed 


W. SPICER, in the June issue of the S. A. FE. Journal, 
« discusses the subject of chassis lubricants and argues 
that there a vital need for improvement in this field. 
Except for minor refinements, Mr. Spicer asserts that 
chassis lubricants are exactly what they were twenty years 
ngo. He finds that it would be easy to give us better lubri- 
cants at little or no increase in cost by the use of oils of 
higher viscosity. 

From memory it would seem to us that the development 
of gear lubricants has been the outstanding forward move 
in this field. Time was when we used to pack gear boxes 
with what amounted to cup grease. The gears cut a path- 
way through this grease, especially when it was solidified by 
cold and thereafter ran without lubricant to their consider- 
able detriment. The gear lubricants of today have cured 
this trouble and that certainly is progress. 

Mr. Spicer feels that all that is needed to give us better 
chassis lubricants is a demand by automotive engineers for 
such a product. If the engineers will standardize on a satis- 
factory chassis lubricant, the producers will undoubtedly 
supply it. 

For many years the automotive industry, particularly 
the dealer division, has been pounding away at car owners 
to give proper attention to lubrication. Dealers have con-| 
ducted what amounted to a campaign of education aimed at 
owners, to get them to change.pil at proper intervals and to} 

<rtocarpaits tne lubricant needed at the proper | 
time. This long campaign has begun to bear fruit. The) 
average owner today pays reasonable attention to correct | 
lubrication. In the meantime our engineers have added oil | 
filters, chassis lubricators and other methods of making the | 
lubrication of the car fool-proof. If it is possible to produce 
better lubricants for chassis parts, automotive engineers 
should demand this co-operation from the manufacturers.

Instalment Insurance 


ALE of automobile insurance on the installment plan has} 
now been in effect long enough for the various com- 
panies writing it to be able to judge the plan. The Travelers | 
in a recent bulletin notes that installment payment for auto- | 
mobile policies has made possible the writing of a great deal 
of protection that could not have been sold under the single 
flat payment. From the insurance company’s point of view, 
installment policy payments reduce the ratio of sales to inter- 
views and also reduce the time and effort required to make | 
a sale. A good many people own cars in this country who 
can make a payment of $10.25 a month for six months, who} 
cannot or will not pay down $60 at once. 
From the point of view of the automobile industry 
and of the general public the benefits of installment in- 
surance sales lie in the fact that more car owners are 
enabled to carry the protection for themselves and others 
than they would otherwise. They are able to do this and 
thus reduce the danger of more compulsory insurance 
laws. Any plan which will permit all car owners, without 
compulsion from state laws, to have adequate coverage 
for their vehicles and their liabilities, is beneficial to in- 
dustry and public alike. 


World Registration 
CCORDING to figures just released by the Department 
of Commerce, world registration of motor vehicles is 
now 52,028,584, of which 24,000,000 are in use in the United 
States. We have at the present time somewhat over 75 per 
cent. of all the cars and trucks in the world. 

People who are looking for causes for the great pros-| 
perity that we are enjoying at the present time will do well 
to give this due consideration.

Others discourage the idea, and | 
some are very antagonistic against 
it, maintaining that their names are 
often used without their permis- 
sion and, in some cases, even used 
by jobbers who have been dropped 
from the list. 

The manufacturer's objection is 
perfectly logical. Suppose for in- 
stance a jobber listed a certain 
branded spark plug. After « time 
that plug is no longer on_ the 
shelves of the jobber, but has been 
replaced by another make. The 
original make has not been re- 
moved from the letterhead. A 
correspondent notices it there and 
comes in to order spark plugs. 
Of course the jobber’s ceunter 
man will attempt to sell this cus- 
tomer the replacement brand— 
and will most likely succeed. If 
the original name hadn't been on 
the _—iletterhead the customer 
would likely have gone where he 
was sure of getting the plug he 
wanted and the original manu- 
facturer would have saved that 
sale.

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T IS the wholesaling function, 


rather than the term “whole- 
saler” which is the determining 
factor in the distribution picture, 
and since this is realized it is ob- 
vious that efficiency alone will 


assure automotive jobbers of a 
long and healthy business life. 
In the past, wholesalers, or at 
least some of them, have considered 
themselves as belonging to an 
economic order of impregnable posi- 
tion and this no doubt accounts. in 
parts for the quite large number 
which have dropped out during the 
changes of the past few years. 

Now most jobbers realize that 
they are definite economic factors 
only so long as they do a definite, 
economic job—getting goods to the 
retailer with efficiency. 

There are yet a few in the auto- 
motive industry, however, who look 
upon themselves as owners of ware- 
houses and merchandise, and who 
concentrate on that thought more 
then they do on the job at hand. 
Possibly if they cease to think this 


| way and devote their efforts to ex- 


pedite the movement of their mer- 
chandise, e‘ficiently and econemic- 
ally, fewer casualties will occur.

The policy of this company has been 
invariably to discentinue perma- 
nently all shipments to jobbers who 
below its suggested resale 
prices. The complaint before the 
commission charged that, in the 
maintenance of this policy the 
company was using improper and 
unlawful methods 

Among other things, the jobbers 
charged that the company entered 
into agreements with its jobbers to 
the effect that its suggested resale 
prices would be maintained and that 
it conducted a system by which job- 
bers co-operated in reporting other 
jobbers who cut prices. The com- 
pany denied this and other charges 
and maintained that its operations, 
although admittedly effective, were 
in strict conformity with the law. 

Hearings were had during 1928 at 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Omaha, Kan- 
| sas City and Detroit, the commission 
being represented by Attorney 
James M. Brinson and the Anderson 
| Company by its president, John W. 
Anderson. At these hearings repre- 
| sentatives of a sarge number of jch- 
|bers and representatives of chain 
| stores and mail order houses testi- 
| fied.
